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the extent to which the old outlook is already being overcome 
domestically and how quickly a new advertising consciousness, in a 
field necessarily much more limited in range than that of world 
commercial radio, has developed in home markets. This has, however, 
not occurred to anything like the same extent when applied to the 
radio advertising facilities available to the exporter on innumerable 
commercial radio and television networks overseas. 


By contrast, elsewhere, particularly in the United States, Australia 
and Canada, and later in numerous Commonwealth territories, sound 
radio was developed from the earliest days of broadcasting on com- 
mercial lines. The local population has thus been brought up on it; 
audience research shows that the public in those countries identifies 
itself emotionally with it and is strongly influenced by it. Moreover, 
in the less advanced areas where, in spite of ever-widening educational 
efforts in which radio is playing a very large part, a large percentage 
of the population can still not read or write, the impact of radio 
advertisement, supported by programmes of good and appropriate 
entertainment, must obviously have a predominant appeal. 


This factor of an entirely new audience, reached, owing to illiteracy, 
only by ‘commercials’ on sound radio, is clearly of the first importance, 
but it is by no means the only one bound to build up for commercial 
radio an enhanced impact in these less advanced areas. Indeed, 
illiteracy apart, radio in such areas must reach a very large audience 
because newspaper circulations are of necessity relatively small. 


Another factor, particularly in the Far East, is the multiplicity of 
languages and dialects. Local commercial radio stations are able to 
build their programmes around the needs, standards and tastes of 
individual local race and language groups. 


Again, owing to the lack of communications in such territories, 
the distribution of newspapers and periodicals and the influence of 
other major advertising media are very largely confined to the urban 
areas. Thus, in country districts, radio is often the sole source of 
vital information for a large section of the community, which listens 
continually and eagerly to the all-day-long broadcasting provided by 
commercial radio stations. 


Audience Preference 


To ensure maximum listening on the part of those who will hear 
the advertising content of their programmes, most commercial radio 
stations undertake continuous audience research. This results in 
detailed up-to-the-minute knowledge of audience preferences and 
habits; it thus enables stations to provide the exact fare demanded 
by local tastes, and the programmes associated with the advertisements 
consequently command the maximum attention. 


These facts are well-known to American, Canadian, Australian, 
Japanese and Continental manufacturers and exporters, with the 
example of an established radio-advertising consciousness already 
before their eyes in their own country. They suffer from no doubts 
that radio advertising has, and will continue to have, a growing impact 
on these huge potential markets, in which increasing industrialization 
and the resulting rapid rise in the standard of living must create a 
steadily expanding and almost limitless demand for their goods. It 
is notable that even in those Commonwealth areas where dollar 
import restrictions are in force, American and Canadian exporters 
spend huge sums in popularizing their names and products — ‘creating 
the demand ’ — against the day when restrictions are removed. 

Meanwhile the British manufacturer and export advertiser, who, 
owing to comparative unfamiliarity with the medium, has still not 
acquired the same unquestioning degree of radio consciousness, has 
still not formed a ‘habit’ of employing broadcast advertising on the 
world’s commercial radio and television to the fullest advantage. He 
consequently still lags far behind his international competitors in 
world markets, and this country’s export trade suffers accordingly. 


Hundreds of Millions ‘ Listenership ’ 


The full impact of commercial broadcasting and television stations 
and networks in the United States (where national advertisers find 
it worthwhile to spend £600,000,000 a year in bringing their wares 
before the eyes and ears of the listening public), in Canada, Australia, 
Ceylon (covering India and South East Asia on special beams, reaching 
20,000,000 listeners), North Africa, the Republics of South America 
and many of the European countries, is available to our export 
advertisers. Overseas Rediffusion holds exclusive agencies for major 
stations and networks all over the world, and can place long years 
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of experience in the field of commercial radio at the disposal of the 
export advertiser in the most repaying use of the medium to publicize 
his products and to stimulate the demand for British goods throughout 
the world’s markets. The listenership in the countries covered runs 
into hundreds of millions. 

Within the Commonwealth, through its associated companies» 
the Group has been devising and perfecting the appropriate pro- 
grammes for local tastes and standards in a dozen different territories, 
and has built up large audiences, the majority of whom listen from 
morning till night, to whom the advertising content goes out in their 
own idiom, dialects and languages. 


In Trinidad, Jamaica and British Guiana, the entire broadcasting 
services were provided by Overseas Rediffusion’s associated 
companies for many years; while in the two former, the programmes 
broadcast by the radio stations are also relayed over wired networks 
to hundreds of thousands of listeners who do not own radio receivers. 
In Barbados, where there is no broadcasting station, island-wide 
coverage has been achieved by a wired network. Similarly in Malta, 
the network brings all-day-long programmes in Maltese to more than 
three-quarters of the island’s 330,000 inhabitants. The network 
in Ceylon (Colombo and Kandy) carries Radio Ceylon’s commercial 
programmes in Tamil, Sinhalese, Hindi and English. 

In Malaya, our wired-broadcasting systems in Singapore, Kuala 
Lumpur and Penang originate their own commercial programmes, 
which reach an audience of over 400,000 in English, Chinese, Malay 
and Tamil. The commercial programmes originated by Rediffusion 
Hong Kong in Mandarin, Hokkien, Cantonese and half a dozen other 
Chinese dialects reach another 500,000 listeners; here too, since 
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May 1957, the first wired television service to be opened in any 
British colony has been attracting a rapidly- -growing audience. The 
Group also owns substantial interests in the commercial company in 
Bermuda (broadcasting and, recently, television). 


Altogether the Group’s own operations, on the air or over the wire, 
reach an estimated audience of at least 4,000,000 in the territories 
just enumerated, whose swiftly expanding markets, as industrialization 
and education combine to raise local standards of living, offer an 
almost limitless potential to the British manufacturer and exporter. ° 


Finally, we have established by investigation and research that 
British manufacturers who consistently use the medium of radio 
and television advertising enjoy considerable increases in the sales 
of their products. Finding that they improve their hold on markets, 
they continue to increase their allocations; and, as a result, their 
appropriations for this form of advertising in many such cases exceed 
those set aside for other media. Yet the amounts spent by foreign 
competitors on advertising in the Commonwealth and other markets 
where the Rediffusion Group operates radio stations and wired broad- 
casting or television services, or in which it is the exclusive repre- 
sentative for advertising over the local radio systems, are still far in 
excess of those spent by British firms. 


This article has been written in the sincere belief that greater 
familiarity with and experience of the impact and power of radio 
advertising, admitted by many to have become the foremost of all 
advertising media in many areas, would soon result in a reversal of 
this unfavourable balance and exert a powerful effect in swelling the 
volume of British exports, so vital to our national economy. 


Britain’s Largest Ever Electrical Exhibition 


THE LARGEST DISPLAY of electrical equipment ever seen in 
Britain, the Electrical Engineers’ Exhibition at Earls Court, London, 
was opened on March 25 by the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. Erroll, in the absence of the President of 
the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, who was unable to be present. 


In an inaugural speech, Mr. Erroll said that he had been asked 
by the President to congratulate the organizers of the exhibition on 
the remarkable success which they had achieved since the first year 
it was held at Earls Court, when in 1953 it occupied 80,000 sq. ft., 
while this year it occupied 450,000 sq. ft. 


This exhibition helped our export trade, said Mr. Erroll, and not 
only did the exhibition itself put on show the achievements of the 
British electrical industry, but the organizers were always very 
successful in attracting large numbers of foreign buyers. He then 
added a word of welcome from the Board of Trade to the representa- 
tives of foreign countries and overseas Chambers of Commerce who 
were present there. Last year 65,000 trade buyers came to the exhibi- 
tion and they included visitors from 61 overseas countries — records 
which he hoped would be exceeded this year. 


A Remarkable Export Record 


The electrical industry had a remarkable export record. Last year 
direct exports reached the imposing figure of nearly £280 million. 
This was about one-quarter of the total production of the industry, 
and was 12 times greater than pre-war in value. Since Faraday’s 
discovery of the principles of electro-magnetic induction over 125 
years ago, up to the present development of nuclear power, Britain 
had always led the world in the development of electrical engineering, 
said Mr. Erroll. 


‘With such a record,’ he concluded, ‘there is surely no need for this 
great industry to fear the establishment of a Free Trade Area in Europe, 
nor indeed any other form of fair competition. I returned yesterday 
from a three-day visit to Holland where the Dutch people were 
awaiting the Royal visit with intense interest and enthusiasm. I went 
to the Trade Fair at Utrecht and was delighted to see the many British 
products on display there. While we welcome foreign buyers to our 
shores, we are nowadays determined to take our engineering products 
and our sales engineers to the markets of Europe and the rest of the 
world.’ 


A prominent feature of this year’s exhibition, which closed on 
March 29, was the Electricity in Hospitals display (briefly reported 
in the Board of Trade Journal of March 21, page 658). This attracted 


considerable attention, as apart from the fact that it featured more than 
300 items of electrical equipment, one seldom sees this apparatus 
other than as a patient when one’s interest is. perhaps somewhat 
academic. Among a number of outstanding pieces’ of equipment 
was an electro surgical unit used for underwater or surface surgery 
and for coagulation techniques, shown by Electro Medical Trades 
Association. The high frequency current, when used for cutting, 
ensures that the blood cells are automatically sealed as the incision 
proceeds. 


The association also showed an electromyograph which is a diag- 
nostic apparatus for measuring electrical activity in injured muscles. 
This electrical activity is shown on an oscilloscope; photographed 
by a camera; applied to a loudspeaker or oral recording; and can also 
be applied to a magnetic memory which permits any tracing to be 
played back and photographed if required. 


Toasts Nine Slices A Minute 


In the hospital kitchen was a toaster from the Simplex Electrical 
Co. Ltd., of Stoke-on-Trent, which toasts at the rate of nine slices 
per minute continuously. It toasts both sides at once. Pillow phones 
for use in conjunction with a public address system were shown by 
Magenta Time Co. Ltd., of Leatherhead, Surrey. When placed 
underneath the pillow they allow the patient to hear whatever pro- 
gramme is called for. 

In the general exhibition, with its 400 or more exhibitors, were to 
be seen virtually the whole enormous range of Britain’s electrical 
products ranging from a transformer the size of a thimble to the huge 
Metropolitan Vickers circuit breaker single section standing over 
25 feet high and weighing over 12 tons, the largest exhibit in the hall. 
It was not possible to show the two other sections because of their 
total weight. 


Outstanding Overdrafts of Nationalized 
Industries 


THE TREASURY now announce the bank overdrafts at March 19, 
1958, of the bodies to which advances may be made under Section 42 
of the Finance Act, 1956. 

The total of the bank overdrafts of the seven authorities at 
tMarch 19 was £52-8 million, of which £50-7 million was from the 
Clearing Banks and £2-1 million from the Scottish Banks. 
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Index of Industrial Production 


‘THE PROVISIONAL Index of Production for January 1958, prepared 
by the Central Statistical Office is 136 seasonally corrected. The index 
rose to a peak in June 1957, and has since fallen back to the 1956 
average. Manufacturing output in January is one point down on the 
December figure and the same as in January 1957. The seasonally 
corrected index in February is estimated at 136/137. 

Annual figures now available for 1957 show an increase of two points 
over 1956 for manufacturing output with a fourth quarter rise of three 
points over the same quarter of 1956. Vehicles were the main con- 
tributors in the fourth quarter to expanding output in the manufactur- 
ing sector with an increase of 9 per cent. compared with a year ago. 


Engineering also showed an increase — about 2 per cent. — in the same 
period. Among industries showing falls compared with a year earlier 
were textiles and clothing (4 per cent. down) and building and 
contracting (3 per cent. down). 

Details of the construction of the Index are given in the Index 
of Industrial Production, Studies in Official Statistics, No. 2, which 
can be obtained from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, 
W.C.2, and branches, price 2s. 6d. net. The method used in adjusting 
for seasonal movements was described in the Board of Trade Journal 
on July 14, 1956. In the following table several of the figures have 
been revised as later information has become available.

He was now reviewing 
Development Area policy generally in the light of these new circum- 
stances. 


British Furniture Trade J.I.C. Meets 
President Board of Trade 


THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD OF TRADE, Sir David Eccles, 
on March 28 met a delegation from the British Furniture Trade Joint 
Industrial Council who represented that hire-purchase controls were 
seriously affecting their industry. 

The President expressed sympathy with many of the views of the 
delegation but regretted that any relaxation of the controls could only 
be considered when hardship in the furniture trade could be con- 
clusively proved, or when the need for the credit squeeze no longer 
existed.

Ministers Receive Deputation from 
Harris Tweed Association 


MR. J. S. MACLAY, SECRETARY OF STATE FOR SCOTLAND, 
accompanied by Mr. Iain Macleod, Minister of Labour and National 
Service, Lord Strathclyde, Minister of State for Scotland and Mr. 
F.J. Erroll, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, on March 27 
at the Scottish Office in Whitehall received a deputation from the 
Harris Tweed Association led by Mr. Malcolm Macmillan. 


The purpose of the deputation was to discuss the problems of the 
Harris Tweed Industry in the Western Isles, particularly the use of 
the term ‘Harris Tweed’. 

The Ministers stated that they were anxious to help the industry 
in every way possible but that the definition of Harris Tweed was a 
matter for the courts. 

The Harris Tweed Association accepted an invitation to have another 
meeting with the Board of Trade to discuss further problems affecting 
the industry. 

The deputation consisted of Colonel Neil Macarthur, Mr. George 
Ellis (Chairman), Mr. W. H. Martin (Secretary) (Harris Tweed 
Association), and Rev. Murdo Maclay, Mr. A. P. C. Lawrence 
(Hebridean Spinners Advisory Committee), Mr. Donald Murray 
(Hebridean Independent Producers Association) and Mr. T. B. 
Meikle and Mr. J. Sherry (Transport and General Workers’ Union). 


Britain’s Tourist Year Started Well 


THE YEAR STARTED WELL for Britain’s tourist industry, according 
to figures announced by the British Travel and Holidays Association 
which show that there were 41,500 overseas visitors to this country 
in January, 7 per cent. more than in the first month of 1957, when 
the figure was 38,800. 

Americans accounted for the greater part of the increase. There 
were 6,000 United States visitors in January — 17 per cent. more than 
in January last year. Visitors from Central and South America 
numbered 730, an increase of 36 per cent. over the corresponding 
month of 1957. 

An increase of 2 per cent. was recorded in the number of visitors 
from European countries, who numbered 22,000. Fifty-eight per cent. 
of Britain’s visitors in January, excluding those from the Common- 
wealth, arrived by air. Three-quarters of all visitors from the United 
States travelled by air. 


Revolving Fund for Industry Appointment 


SIR JOHN Woops, a Director of English Electric Company Limited, 
has, owing to pressure of other work, resigned as Chairman of the 
Board of Trade’s Advisory Committee on the Revolving Fund for 
Industry. Sir John has been Chairman since the Committee was 
appointed in July, 1953. 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed Colonel E. R. 
Mayer to succeed him. Colonel Mayer is Managing Director of 
Metlex Industries Limited, and a member of the Executive Council 
of the National Union of Manufacturers. He has been a member of the 
Advisory Committee since its inception. 

As announced in the Board of Trade Journal on February 28, the 
Revolving Fund will not receive any new applications after March 31. 
The Fund is to be applied to similar purposes in certain British 
territories in Africa. 

The Advisory Committee have still to consider a number of 
outstanding applications and to keep under review the progress of 
existing loans. 


Methane Exempt from Duty 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 4) 
Order, 1958, which exempts methane from duty under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932. 

The Order comes into operation on April 2, 1958, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1958, No. 537. 


British Consumer Goods Display 
in Vancouver 


THE UNITED KINGDOM GOVERNMENT will be joining in the 
celebrations which British Columbia is holding this summer to mark 
the centenary of its establishment as a Colony. 


At the International Trade Fair to be held at Vancouver, May 1-10 
an official United Kingdom stand, 1,500 sq. ft. in size, will be installed 
by the Board of Trade. At the request of the British Columbia 
Government, this will be devoted to a display of contemporary 
United Kingdom consumer goods, arranged in consultation with the 
Council of Industrial Design. The stand has been designed by Mr. 
Philip Fellows of the Council. 


Nearly 80 firms are contributing to the display. It will include 
carpets, cutlery, furnishing fabrics, furniture, glass, lighting fixtures, 
metal tableware, pottery, sports goods, travel goods and wallpapers. 
All of the exhibits have been selected from ‘Design Review’, the 
C.O.1.D. catalogue of well-designed British products.

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Seasonal Fluctuations in Sales of Motor Cars in Great Britain 


THE CHART BELOW compares the average number of new passenger 
cars registered in Great Britain in each month of the years 1934 to 
1938 inclusive with similar averages for the years 1954 to 1957. 
Although the upward movement of the post-war July registrations 
differs, possibly due to the growth of holiday motoring, from the 


slight fall in registrations in this month before the war, the most 
significant contrast between the two periods is in the December 
registrations. While registrations declined abruptly between November 
and December in each of the four post-war years charted, they 
increased in December in each pre-war year. 
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More Drugs and Medicines Exempt from Purchase Tax 


THE TREASURY have made an Order under the Finance Act 1948, 
Section 21, entitled “The Purchase Tax (No. 1) Order, 1958’ (Statutory 
Instruments 1958, No. 466). The Order extends the schedule of 
essential drugs and medicines exempt from Purchase T'ax under the 
Purchase Tax (No. 2) Order 1957 (Statutory Instruments 1957, 
No. 2068) which is revoked. 


The additional items exempt from tax are as follows:

Narcotine, and salts thereof; 

Under Head III of the Schedule 

1-(2-Hydroxyethyl)-4-[3-(2-chloro-10-phenothiazinyl)-propyl] 
and salts thereof; 

N-Methylpipecolin-2 :6-xylidide hydrochloride; 

Vanilloyldiethylamide. 

All drugs and medicines previously exempt under the revoked 
Order remain exempt under the new Order but certain of the drugs 
now appear under the name approved by the British Pharmacopoeia 
Commission.

British Films Quota Returns 1956-57 


THE BOARD OF TRADE have now examined the returns for the 
1956/57 quota year, which exhibitors are required to make under the 
Cinematograph Films Acts. 
The Acts provide that cinematograph theatres must show prescribed 
proportions of British films. For the year ended September 30, 1957, 
the standard quotas were 30 per cent. for films shows as first features 
and 25 per cent. for films (second features and short films) in the 
‘supporting programme.’ Of the 3,952 theatres (excluding 111 theatres 
exempt from quota) covered by the examination, 1,351 theatres which 
satisfied the conditions of the 1948 Act regarding quota relief, had 
quotas prescribed ranging from 10 per cent. to 27$ per cent. instead 
of the standard first feature quota of 30 per cent.; and 549 of these, 
playing double feature programmes, had quotas prescribed ranging 
from 15 per cent. to 20 per cent. for supporting programme films. 
After allowing for these quota reliefs, the average prescribed quotas 
for the 3,952 theatres were 25-5 per cent. for first feature and 23-8 per 
cent. for supporting programme. 
Following are the main points of the analysis: 
The average proportion of British films exhibited at all theatres, 
31-8 per cent. for first features and 28-1 per cent. for the supporting 
programme, was again well above that prescribed, the figure for first 
features being higher than that for the previous year (29-3 per cent.) 
while that for the supporting programme was just a little below the 
previous year’s level (29-5 per cent.). 
Of the 3,952 theatres, over 89 per cent. achieved or exceeded their 
first feature quotas (against 86 per cent. the previous year) and 80 per 
cent. their supporting programme quotas (against 87 per cent. the 
previous year). The majority who failed to achieve their quotas did 
so by a narrow margin. 
The average first feature film quotas achieved for the year as a 
whole by the major circuits (which are not eligible for quota relief) 
were 37 per cent. for the Odeon and Gaumont-British, and 37 per cent. 
for Associated British Cinemas. The figures for supporting pro- 
gramme were 31 per cent. and 30 per cent. respectively.

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‘Good Hope of Agreement’ on European 
Free Trade Area 


THE CURRENT STATE of the negotiations for a European Free 
Trade Area was described by the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Board of Trade, Mr. F. J. Erroll, at the annual dinner of the Machine 
Tool Trade Association in London on March 26. 

Mr. Erroll said that they would recall that last September a special 
Inter-Governmental Committee, under the Chairmanship of the 
Paymaster-General, took over the task of carrying on the negotiations 
for a Free Trade Area Convention. 

The Committee had made a good deal of progress and, on the whole, 
the atmosphere of the discussions had been good. On some subjects 
provisional agreement had already been reached and on others there 
seemed enough common ground for work to be continued with good 
hope of agreement. The main task of the Committee had, however, 
been to isolate and clarify the problems which were of most central 
concern to the countries taking part. This process, he said, had now 
brought the negotiations to what was probably their crucial point, 
and it was now very clear what the issues were on which Governments 
would have to make up their minds. 


The Most Important Issue 


Probably the most important of them was that of the feeling of the 
French Government in particular that the Free Trade Area presented 
dangers which were not present, or which had to some extent been 
mitigated, within the Treaty of Rome. The French felt that they 
should have time to acclimatize themselves to the removal of protection 
among the six countries, and they were not by any means sure that 
they were ready to embark on a wider field of competition. 

They therefore looked to a Free Trade Area agreement of restricted 
scope and perhaps delayed in its introduction; and failing that, at 
least to the provision in advance of safeguards against the dangers which 
they foresaw. Most of the other countries took the view that if too 
much account was taken of the dangers there would, in fact, be none 
of the potential advantages; that a Free Trade Area must encompass a 
really substantial volume of trade; and that if none of us was prepared 
to take risks neither would any of us deserve or receive any measure 
of success. 

However, it was still too early to say what would be the outcome of 
the negotiations now going on in Paris. Certainly we hoped for a 
successful outcome not only for our own interest, but for that of 
Europe and indeed the Western world as a whole. What was at stake 
in the negotiations was not only trading relationships in Western 
Europe, but very much wider political implications for the future 
co-operation among Western European countries in every sphere of 
economic and political activity. 


Central Feature of Modern Industry 


Earlier, Mr. Erroll described the Machine Tool trade as an industry 
which was a central feature of modern industry and commerce. The 
engineering industries occupied an ever increasing place in our 
economy and in our exports. Modern engineering would be im- 
possible without the contribution made by the machine tool industry. 
He sometimes wondered whether everyone realized that, in addition 
to the actual supply of machines, the industry played an important 
role in advising on the best type of machine for particular production 
jobs: that members c! the industry were in a way production consult- 
ants. 

In the last seven years the industry had increased the value of 
its production by nearly 140 per cent. This was in itself a remarkable 
feat. But at the same time the industry had also made many technical 
advances. They had done much to adapt electronics to the machine 
tool industry; to develop automatic controls and to expand the manu- 
facture of transfer equipment. 


A Record Year 


They would, however, agree with him that in matters of research 
and development there was still a great deal to be done. He trusted 
that everyone in the industry would continue to give their fullest 


—The Parliamentary Secretary 


attention and support to research and design. These were not only 
important to the future of their own industry; they constituted a 
field where they carried a responsibility to others. 


1957 was a record year both for production in the industry and for 
exports. Total exports at £28 million showed an increase of more 
than £4 million over the level of the preceding year. Exports to the 
United States reached an all time record of £2-7 million. “These are 
figures which please us very much in the Board of Trade. This achieve- 
ment was, of course, not an isolated performance, but the result of 
continued effort, in a difficult market, over a period of years. In some 
of your principal markets I know that you are faced with balance of 
payments difficulties and a general slackness of business. This, 
however, only makes continued export effort all the more essential. 
In your case the wide spread of the overseas markets which you 
already enjoy should be of real advantage in increasing exports.’ 


He reminded them of the well quoted tag: ‘Selling only begins 
when the customer says ‘‘No.”’’ The Board of Trade were always 
ready to help. He reminded them of the services offered by the Board’s 
Export Services Branch in London, and by the overseas representa- 
tives, the Trade Commissioners in the Commonwealth and the 
commercial departments of our diplomatic missions and consulates 
in, foreign countries. They were all keen to help. 


The Strategic Embargo 


The question of the strategic embargo on exports of certain goods 
to the Communist countries was also one which he knew interested 
them. Three years ago he visited a number of machine tool factories 
in Russia, and last October, when visiting China, he was able to see 
Russian products installed in a number of fine new Chinese factories. 
He was also able to see the machine tools which the Chinese were 
now able to make for themselves, and which they were already begin- 
ning to export, albeit on a small scale. 


The embargo list was now the subject of a review being conducted 
by the Co-ordinating Committee in Paris. In that review, our policy 
was to confine the embargo list to goods which were still of strategic 
significance. We remained determined to proceed in agreement with 
our Allies. 


Suggestions Which May Increase 
Exports 


ON THE FOLLOWING day, March 27, the Parliamentary Secretary 
addressed the Compressed Air Society at their annual luncheon in 
London and reiterated the points he had made regarding the progress 
towards a European Free Trade Area. He also paid tribute to the work 
of the Society when he said that their industry was one of unusual 
scope and interest. And the range really was wide: anything from 
mine ventilation to shot blasting for compressors, or from stone 
carving to coal mining for pneumatic tools. Most of the equipment 
was, moreover, portable to a very unusual degree. It was able to 
operate in the widest variety of locations, in under-developed countries, 
or in wild or remote areas. Like Prospero, they were able to pluck 
poverful forces from the air. 


All this seemed to him to suggest that the long-term prospects 
of their industry were good. Production had increased steadily for 
years and last year reached the record figure of over £21 million. 
Exports at over £8 million had also reached a record in 1957. These 
are records which pleased the Board of Trade very much indeed. 


Reviewing Export Arrangements 
The Board of Trade had been reviewing export arrangements 
generally, went on Mr. Erroll. He made no apologies for mentioning 
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matters which might appear obvious. In his experience the obvious 
was often precisely the easiest to overlook. 

‘So may I run over a few points, and in certain cases, suggest that 
the Board of Trade may be able to help you?’ he asked. ‘Firstly, 
language. English is, of course, an international language of commerce. 
But by no means do all customers speak, read and still less write it. 
Worse still, you may have customers who appear, but only appear, 
to understand English. The engineer may speak and read English. 
But the foreman on the job certainly won’t. So re-examination of 
your facilities for correspondence and for the provision of catalogues 
and service literature in the language of your customer is really 
important. 

‘I might perhaps add a word of warning about the disastrously 
comic effect which can follow from mistakes in translation. When I 
visited the Utrecht Fair last Saturday one British exhibitor showed 
me leaflets for electrical equipment translated into Dutch by his local 
agent. He added, ““The small man in Holland can usually only under- 
stand technical descriptions in his own language: he throws away 
foreign pamphlets which he cannot make sense of.”” Our own people, 
the Trade Commissioners in the Commonwealth and the Commercial 
Departments of Embassies and Consulates in foreign countries can 
also put you in touch with reliable local sources of advice.’ 


There was also the question of reviewing one’s share of the market. 
What was the total size of the market for one’s product; had one really 
adequate and up-to-date particulars of the main users of the firm’s 
equipment; what about competitors; and what were their strong 
and weak points; what was one’s share of the market, and was it 
going up or down? 

All of this sounded obvious. But he felt sure that there were few 
of them whose information and records were really impeccable in 
all these respects, and that a review on these lines should produce 
results. On many of these items the Export Services Branch of the 
Board of Trade and our overseas representatives would be able to 
help them to get the basic facts about their markets by the provision 
of, for example, production figures and those of imports and exports, 
names of manufacturers in difficult categories, and status reports on 
overseas firms. 


Finally, Mr. Erroll mentioned what he called the all important 
question of the form of representation in a territory and the number 
of times personnel from head office visited it. Had they got the right 
form of distribution and the right people running it? Here again the 
Board’s officials might be able to help with suggestions for the solution 
of their problems. 

‘Please make a point of calling on our overseas officers when you 
are abroad,’ concluded Mr. Erroll. “They are all anxious to be of 
service in any way they can. But of course it will help if you can give 
them reasonable advance notice of the kind of problem you will be 
raising, and if you remember that they will need guidance on technical 
subjects. They cannot be experts in every field.’ 
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B.S.I. Adopts International 
Paper Sizes 
THE BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION announces that it is 


initiating a progressive changeover in the sizes of paper it uses for 
all purposes — correspondence, duplicating and printing. 

The new sizes, taken from what is known as the international 
‘A series,’ have already won such favour that they are used in 26 
foreign countries and are likely to be formally adopted as a world 
standard by ISO, the International Organization for Standardization. 

Their main advantage is that every size in the series has precisely 
the same proportions. The basic dimensions are 841 millimetres wide 
by 1,189 millimetres high (i.e. 1 sq. metre in area), smaller sizes being 
obtained by halving the longer dimension and larger sizes by doubling 
the shorter one. This consistency in relationship has marked advantages 
for all who are concerned with the reproduction of illustrations, 
especially when photographic enlargement and reduction processes 
are involved. 

The two sizes to be used by B.S.I. are as follows: 

A4 — measuring 210 millimetres by 297 millimetres, approxi- 
mately equivalent to 8} ins. by 11? ins. and falling conveniently 
between our normal foolscap folio and large post quarto; 

AS — 148 millimetres by 210 millimetres — or exactly half the 
Aé4 size. 

At first B.S.I. will use these sizes only for stencilled documents, 
of which a great number leave British Standards House every day. 
Later they will be applied to printed publications — notably, of course, 
to British Standards themselves. The rate of changeover must be 
governed by existing paper stocks, which must be used up first. 


Cement Standards Revised 


THE NINTH REVISION of British Standard 12: Portland cement, 
just completed, should further strengthen the confidence felt by 
users of British cement. Many detailed changes have been made to 
bring the standard up to date but the more important developments 
are the introduction of a standard concrete test, increases in the 
strength requirements, improvements in sampling and simplification 
of testing for setting time and soundness of the product. 

Two other standards for cement have also been completely revised 
to bring them up to date. They are B.S. 145: Portland blast-furnace 
cement, and B.S. 1370: Low-heat Portland cement. Their require- 
ments have now been correlated with those of B.S.12 and in these 
two also the tensile test has been replaced.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday March 27 


List of Strategic Goods 

A Member asked the President of the Board of Trade, Sir David 
Eccles, whether he would publish in Hansard a list of the goods of 
strategic importance which should, therefore, not be exported to the 
Eastern countries, which he intended to submit to the Paris Co- 
ordinating Committee, and the reasons why these items had been 
categorized as strategic. 

The President replied: ‘No, Sir. Such lists are always confidential.’ 
Capital Spent in Development Areas 

Asked how much capital has been spent in 1956-57, and 1957-58, 
in the North-East, Scottish and Welsh Development Areas, respect- 
ively, the President said in 1956-57 expenditure on all capital items 
by the Board of Trade was £773,637, £2,031,538 and £1,111,009 
respectively. It was estimated that for 1957-58 the corresponding 
figures would be about £250,000, £940,000 and £530,000. 


Finances of North Eastern Trading Estates 

A Member wanted to know what rentals were received a year from 
the Government-owned factories in the North-East; how much the 
buildings had cost since the North-Eastern Trading Estates were 
formed 21 years ago; and how much they had appreciated over this 
period. 

The questioner was referred to the Summary Statistical Statement, 
published with the Trading Accounts and Balance Sheets 1956-57. 
The rent roll of Government factories in the North-East was there 
given as {£840,471 for the year ended March 31, 1957. The figure 
for the gross cost of these buildings, which include some built for 
war purposes and taken over from other Government departments, 
was not readily available, but the book value of the fixed assets at 
that date were shown as {16,437,225 after allowing for depreciation. 
No estimate was available of the current market value of these 
factories. 


Trade with Argentina 


Imports of meat and meat products from Argentina increased from 
£55-6 million in 1956 to £66 million in 1957, while exports to 
Argentina rose from £17°6 million to £33 million, the President 
stated 


Patent Office Comptroller 


Asked when was the last occasion on which a man without scientific 
qualification and without practical experience of patent practice was 
appointed to the position of Comptroller of the Patent Office, the 
President replied: “The Comptroller appointed in 1909 who served 
until 1926.’ 


Trade with Japan 


In the House of Lords, Lord Mancroft stated that United Kingdom 
imports from Japan in each of the three years 1955-57 were about 
£24 million. United Kingdom exports to Japan in those years were 
£13 million, £22 million and £28 million respectively. Re-exports 
averaged about £1} million annually. Imports into the Colonies were 
about £64 million in 1955, £87 million in 1956 and £90 million in 
1957. Colonial exports to Japan were £18 million, £34 million and 
£33 million respectively in these years. The estimates for 1957 are 
provisional. Owing to the entrepot and transit trade that takes place 
through Hong Kong and Singapore, it was not possible to give precise 
figures. For more detailed particulars, a questioner was referred to 
the published Trade and Navigation Accounts for December 1957, 
in respect of United Kingdom trade, and to the Digest of Colonial 
Statistics No. 36 in respect of Colonial trade. 

Lord Mancroft further said that trade negotiations between this 
country and Japan started on February 17 and were still in progress. 
The negotiations were, of course, confidential and he could make no 
statement about them at this stage; but an announcement would be 
made in the usual way as soon as the talks were over. 


Trade Agreements 


A Member asked whether it was the Government's understanding, 
if and when they negotiated trade agreements with other countries, 


that goods to be supplied under these agreements shall be manu- 
factured wholly or in part in the countries concerned in the trade 
agreement, and whether they would make it a condition of such 
agreement that goods to be supplied under these agreements should 
be covered by a Certificate of Origin, or an invoice certifying that 
they had been wholly or partially manufactured in the country con- 
cerned in the agreement. 

Lord Mancroft replied that it was certainly the Government's 
intention that quotas given to us under a trade agreement should be 
filled by our goods and not by goods from third countries. If in any 
instance there were evidence that goods from other countries were 
being imported against our quotas they would ask the Government 
concerned to take appropriate steps, including if necessary the use of 
Certificates of Origin, to put the matter right. There was no need, 
however, to ask for such arrangements in all cases, as was suggested, 
and it would be unlikely to commend itself to the other Governments 
concerned. Moreover, it would in most cases impose a considerable 
extra burden of documentation upon our exporters. But if the 
questioner would give details of any particular cases which he has in 
mind, he, Lord Mancroft, would gladly have them investigated. 


Imports of Butter 

The President said he was at present considering the evidence on 
applications for the imposition of anti-dumping or countervailing 
duties on imports of butter from Sweden, Finland, the Irish Republic 
and Austria. He was fully conscious of the importance attached to this 
matter in New Zealand, and the New Zealand Government knew 
he was dealing with it as rapidly as a thorough examination of the 





facts permitted.

FIGURES OF CINEMA ADMISSIONS and gross takings in the fourth 
quarter of 1957 are dealt with in this article. A review is also made of 
some of the trends in cinema going since 1950, the first year for which 
the Board of Trade collected statistics. 

A later issue of the Board of Trade Journal will give the information 
for 1957 which is collected only once a year of certain payments 
made by cinema exhibitors out of their gross takings, e.g. film hire 
and entertainment duty, and of employment in cinemas. 


Results for the Fourth Quarter of 1957 


Cinema admissions in the fourth quarter of 1957 at nearly 190 
million were at their seasonal minimum, but at the same time they 
were 22 per cent. below admissions in the fourth quarter of 1956. 
This is the highest rate of quarterly decline that has so far occurred, 
though results were probably affected to some extent by the amount 
of sickness prevalent during the quarter. 

The number of cinemas reporting (those open at any time in the 
quarter) was some 180 below the number a year earlier and the 
number of seats at 3,871 thousand was nearly 4 per cent. less. This 
decline in seating capacity did not match the decline in admissions 
and the average number of 49 admissions per seat during the quarter 
was 19 per cent. below the rate a year earlier. 

Gross takings in the fourth quarter at £20-3 million were 16 per 
cent. below those of a year earlier. This fall was less than that in 
admissions because of the increase in prices which occurred during 
the autumn and produced an average price per admission during the 


fourth quarter of 1957 of 25-7d., an average increase of nearly 2d. per 
admission within the year. Total gross takings during 1957, at £92-7 
million, were £11-5 million lower than in 1956 and the lowest annual 
figure since these statistics were started in 1950. 

Table 1 shows the statistics for the fourth quarter of 1957 analysed 
by size of cinema and by administrative region. 

The statistics relate to the 4,142 cinemas operating during the 
quarter; estimates are included for a few cinemas whose returns were 
not complete at the time of going to press. 


Trend in Cinema Admissions, 1950 - 1957 


The total of 915 million admissions during 1957 was 186 million, 
or 17 per cent., below the level for 1956, the greatest annual decrease 
recorded since the start of these detailed statistics in 1950. The rate 
of decline in annual admissions varies considerably from one region 
to another and Table 2 shows a regional analysis of the annual 
admissions 1950-1957 expressed as percentages of the 1950 rates. 

The annual average numbers of cinema admissions per head of 
population are also shown for 1950 and 1957 and on the basis of these 
figures the regions have been grouped to show the trend in admissions 
in the regions with (1) the highest, (2) medium and (3) the lowest 
rates of attendance in 1950, the base period. 

Admissions in 1957 varied from 57 per cent. to 78 per cent. of the 
1950 level and the decline in admissions has been very uneven between

the various regions. To some extent the fall in admissions can be 
related to the growth of television coverage of the country, and the 
dates of opening of television stations to serve the regions are also 
shown in Table 2. 

The relationship between admissions in administrative regions 
and television coverage can only be approximate because the areas 
served by television stations in many cases cut across regional bound- 
aries and only part of the regions may be covered. Also television is 
not the only factor which has affected cinema attendances. However, 
the regions that first had television are, in general, those where 
admissions had fallen most by 1957. 


London and South Eastern region is an important exception; 
although television started first in this region, the index of cinema 
admissions in 1957 was not the lowest of all. As regional statistics 
only date from 1950; by which time a London television station had 
already been in operation for over three years, it is not possible to say 
whether television has had relatively less effect in this region than 
in other regions, or whether cinema admissions in 1950 (the base year 
for the index) had already fallen proportionally more than in other 
regions. 


Closing of Cinemas, 1950 - 1957 
Each year since 1950 has shown a net decrease in the number of 
cinemas, but closure in 1956 and 1957 were very much more than in 


the preceding years. Table 3 shows the numbers of cinemas opened 
and closed during the years 1955-1957.

The number of cinemas reporting in each quarter includes cinemas 
open for only part of the period and the annual changes in these 
figures do not therefore exactly agree with the actual figures of net 
closures during the year. However, the trend in the number of cinemas 
reporting quarter by quarter indicates in which regions and size groups 
closures are occurring, and table 4 shows the changes that occurred 
between 1950 and 1957.

Although a considerable number of cinemas had closed between 
1950 and 1957, the closures had not kept pace with declining attend- 
ances and as a result there has been a decrease in the average capacity 
of cinemas being filled. The average numbers of attendances per seat 
give a rough indication of the trend in cinema capacity being filled 
(a fuller and rather more accurate figure of capacity filled is published 
annually but is not yet available for 1957), and these figures are also 
shown in Table 4.

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Raw Materials in the Commonwealth 


THE PRODUCTION, consumption and trade in Commonwealth 
countries of their mineral and organic raw materials and main sources 
of energy forms the subject of the latest report of the Commonwealth 
Economic Committee, entitled ‘A Review of Commonwealth Raw 
Materials.’ The Committee are making more detailed studies of the 
raw materials position in each Commonwealth country, which will be 
issued in a second volume. : 

The importance of raw materials in Commonwealth trade is shown 
by the fact that the commodities considered in this review account 
for nearly a quarter of the value of Commonwealth merchandise 
exports and imports combined. Commonwealth production in the 
post-war years has been for most commodities, well above pre-war 
levels, and has been rising strongly. Moreover, Commonwealth 
countries have provided a large share, often larger than before the war, 
of many of the most important raw materials. They have supplied 
three-quarters of the free world total of platinum metals, nickel, gold, 
corundum, asbestos, mica, coir and jute, and two-fifths or more of the 
manganese, ilmenite, chromium, tin, diamonds (by value), wool, 
rubber, castor seed and kapok. 

This massive growth owes much to developments in Canada where 
large-scale surveys and heavy capital investment have brought new 
reserves of minerals and hydro-electric energy under exploitation. 
Although the United Kingdom is still the chief consumer in the 
Commonwealth, its predominance has become less marked since the 
war as the countries with relatively short industrial histories have 
taken an increasing share of world supplies of raw materials. 

The review gives considerable attention to possible new sources of 
energy, including wind-generated electricity, solar heat, geo-thermal 
steam and nuclear power. It quotes an estimate that in 1956 South 
Africa produced about 30 per cent. and Canada 15 per cent. of the 
free world uranium supply and by 1962 the total free world production 
may well have expanded threefold with perhaps two-thirds from 
Commonwealth countries.

The Survey also contains the results of an analysis of the impact 
of changes in the main categories of domestic expenditure and of 
exports in certain western European countries. 

A considerable section is devoted to a discussion of the growth of 
Western European trade and of the probable development of future 
trade patterns. This raises questions which affect not only Europe, 
but also other countries overseas. 


Data on Eastern Europe and U.S.S.R. 


Improvement in the supply of statistical and other data from eastern 
European countries and the Soviet Union has made it worth while, 
for the first time since 1954, to attempt an analysis not only of East- 
West trade in Europe, but also of the overall geographical pattern and 
commodity composition of the international trade of eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union. The increasingly comprehensive flow of 
published data has been supplemented by statistical material supplied 
in response to requests from the secretariat. There remain serious 
deficiencies in the coverage of eastern Europe and Soviet statistics, 
but the improvement has nevertheless been very marked.

High Hopes of Oil in Paraguay Promise Good 
Opportunities for United Kingdom Exporters 


From the Commercial Section of the British Embassy at Asuncion 


LICENCE-FREE imports and high hopes of oil in commercial quantities 
and qualities have considerably brightened the Paraguayan prospect 
for British — and other — manufacturers and exporters, particularly of 
agricultural implements, hand tools, textile and sugar mill machinery, 
lorries and vehicle spares, whisky, and paraffin burning appliances. 
The brightness of the prospects is of course comparative. No country 
of 14 million inhabitants, and especially a land-locked one, can offer 
bright prospects by absolute standards. 


It is less than two years since Paraguay’s foreign trade was hampered 
by a system of multiple exchange rates (33 of them) and rigid import 
and export controls. Since then she has moved, through a short period 
of only three exchange rates with a gradual easing of some of the import 
and export restrictions, to the system introduced on August 12, 1957, 
whereby import licences were replaced by graduated advance cash 
deposits, export licences were abolished, and the official exchange 
market discontinued. 


Briefly, the new system allows importers to bring in any goods from 
any country according to their commercial judgement provided that 
payment terms are not longer than 90 days sight draft and that the 
appropriate advance cash deposit (which is refunded on arrival of the 
goods) is paid before the merchandise is loaded in the foreign port. 
Imports on terms longer than 90 days still need the permission of the 
Central Bank. 


Quality and Price 

Prospects for British goods now therefore depend not on the 
availability of sterling but on the ability of British manufacturers to 
convince Paraguayan importers that quicker sales and larger profits 
can be made from British than from competing goods. The corollary 
to this is that the Paraguayan consumer must be so convinced of the 
superiority of our wares that he (or more often she) will be satisfied 
with no others, 

This is not to say that it is roses, roses all the way, even for the 
most efficient exporter. Some goods never will command a market 
here; others may do so in a not yet foreseeable future, while for 
others the demand is restrained by the high advance deposit required 
and the shortage of money. Imports of private cars (advance deposit 
400 per cent. of f.o.b. value) are now less than in the days of import- 
licensing. But whisky, which also pays the maximum of 400 per cent., 
is selling well, being regarded here as an essential lubricant for the 
human machine. 

Oil exploration concessions have been granted to two United 
States companies. An oil-like substance has already been found in a 
water well at Nueva Asuncién in the North-west of the Chaco. Hopes 
are therefore running high that oil in commercial quantities and 
qualities will be found by one or other of the concessionaries in the 
not-too-far-distant future. 


If oil should be found, prospects for British manufacturers will, 
of course, be bright, provided care is taken to nurse the market and 
give it the service it needs and will look for. 

To make the best of the present modest and the possible future 
good prospects, British exporters would be well advised to make a 
thorough study of the market and the communications to it. The 
best way of getting goods to Paraguay is by the Rotterdam-South 
America Line direct from London through Lamport & Holt Ltd. 
These ships call at London approximately once a month and avoid 
expensive and time-consuming trans-shipment in the River Plate. 


Sales Literature in Spanish 


There are very few Paraguayans who speak English, though their 
numbers are increasing. Consequently, most correspondence, ALL 
sales literature and, above all, installation, operating, and maintenance 


instructions, must be in Spanish. Great care should be taken to ensure 
that it is intelligible and reasonably grammatical Spanish. The Embassy 
has experienced instances of translations made by alleged bilingual 
translators which were quite unintelligible. 

The desirability of creating a demand by convincing the Paraguayan 
consumer of the superiority of our goods, and of nursing the market 
has already been mentioned. The demand can only be created by

advertising for which newspapers (three), radio, and to a less extent 
outside sites (including public transport) are the available media. 
Arrangements are best left to the local representative, when costs 
should be shared. 


Whatever channel of export is used, manufacturers etc. should 
ensure that the end of the chain to Paraguay is an agent actually 
resident here. Only in rare instances is it a desirable practice to make 
the River Plate (or, worse because of the language problem, Rio) 
representative responsible for Paraguay. Granted that really good 
agents in Asuncidén are few, a third rate agent in Asuncién is in general 
better than a first class one a thousand miles away. 


The following remarks on some individual types of goods may 
help the manufacturers and exporters concerned. 
Domestic Electric Appliances 

Saleable (with isolated exceptions) only in Asuncién until electricity 
is available in other towns — it should be available in Encarnaci6én and 
Villarica in about a year or so’s time. Current in Asuncién is A.C.,

220 volt, 50 cycles, i.e. the same as the standard United Kingdom 
current. Plugs and fittings are of the German two circular pin type. 
Three point plugs and earthing are unknown. 

There is little or no market for washing machines (clothes or dishes) 
vacuum cleaners, or floor polishers. The high cost of electricity 
reduces the demand for electric fires, cookers and water heaters. 


Agricultural Implements 

Good hand and animal draught implements at a reasonable price 
and delivery should find a satisfactory if modest acceptance. The need 
is for some 100,000 sets, but immediate prospects are for much smaller 
amounts owing to the shortage of money and credit. Ploughs and 
harrows, axes, mowers, scythes, machetes, and root crop cultivators 
are probably most needed. No hay making implements are wanted, 
since cattle can be put out to pasture all the year round. 


Paraffin Burning Appliances 

Good prospects exist for cookers, both wick and wickless types, 
and to a less extent for heaters. The cookers should be modern in 
appearance and include a thermometer for the oven. Heaters with an 
asbestos wick and capillary feed are virtually unknown here, but an 
enterprising manufacturer with a good reasonably priced product could 
do well. Lamps (Britain dominates the hurricane lamp market) and 
storage water heaters should also sell. 


Commercial Vehicles 

Generally speaking, there is a crying need for all types of commercial 
vehicles from light vans throygh buses to heavy logging vehicles. 
Deferred payments of up to two and three years are required. British 
vehicles other than buses have had some success in 1957 despite slow 
delivery. Buses have recently been bought from Germany and Japan, 
but have not yet been delivered. There are reports that the order for 
German buses may be cancelled because the required credit is not 
available in Germany. 


Hardware and Ironmongery 

Swedish and German goods seem to be dominant in this field, but 
the pattern of supply could easily change in favour of the United 
Kingdom now that the availability of a particular currency is no longer 
a factor. But aggressive salesmanship will be necessary. Spun aluminium 
hollow-ware is made locally to satisfactory standards, and the one 
factory is expecting extruding machinery from Germany. 

Under the old import licensing system, there was a great dearth 
of screws, both metal and wood thread, and nails, rivets, etc. The 
pent up demand which can now be satisfied gives an opportunity to 
the enterprising manufacturer. 


Fencing Wire 

This is probably the item in greatest demand by farmers. Both 
smooth and barbed is required, but the Embassy is advised that the 
time is not yet ripe for the introduction of electric wire fencing. 
(The harmful effect of barbed wire on hides is of small importance in 
view of the damage done by parasites and disease; few farms are 
supplied with electricity, and most are far from any supply where 
batteries could be charged.) The demand is for single strand rather 
than chain link, though some chicken mesh could be sold for domestic 
poultry runs. 


Radio, TV and Sound Reproduction Equipment 

Television does not exist in Paraguay. 

Domestic radio receivers have a modest market, principally for 
the smaller sets. Dry battery sets are saleable in the interior. Retail 
prices tend to be high, but the advance deposit (100 per cent.) is 
not unduly prohibitive. So far, only one British make is really well 
known here, though some sales are made of another. 

Gramophones and tape recorders enjoy only a very modest market, 
though the new battery transistor record player recently introduced 
by a United Kingdom firm could do comparatively well. 

All sets should be tropicalized. 


Telecommunications 
Shortwave radio communication offers a modestly promising field 
owing to the lack of road and telephone communication generally. 
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It is encouraging to find that 90 per cent. of the concrete mixers 
used on building sites in Asuncion have been supplied by a United 
Kingdom firm.

In some cases isolated communities are dependent on radio for all 
immediate contact with the ‘outside’ world. 

Servicing of all mechanical and electrical etc. equipment is, by our 
standards, poor. Trained and trainable personnel are just not available 
in adequate numbers. But manufacturers should check closely on the 
service facilities that their representatives offer and ensure that they 
are at least no worse than they need be. 

There is little specialization in commerce, though it may increase 
now that imports are free of physical control. At present importers 
tend to work a number of unco-ordinated lines. (As a local newspaper 
has it, one finds ‘padlocks in the grocers, olive oil in the haberdasher’s 
and penicillin at the ironmongers’.) 

Export Managers interested in Latin America generally may like 
to have for reference the ‘South American Handbook’ which gives 
useful background information. This book is published by Trade 
and Travel Publications Ltd., 14 Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.3

France and Pakistan 


Tue FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I'Industrie of 
February 22, 1958, has published the text of a new trade agreement 
between France and Pakistan. The agreement was signed on February 
17 and is valid for one year from October 1, 1957, to September 30, 
1958. 

French exports to Pakistan will include ammunition for sporting 
guns, chemical products, pharmaceutical goods, dyestuffs and 
tanning products, electric equipment, accumulators, batteries, etc., 
enamelled metal articles, wines and spirits, essential oils, optical 
glass, rubber products, silk, cotton and rayon thread, photographic 
equipment, bicycles, plastic materials, machine tools, and printing 
inks. 











Pakistan exports to France will include raw jute, raw cotton, cotton 
waste and cotton linters, cotton seed oilcake and castor oil seed, animal 
horsehair, kapok, hides and skins, raw furskins, animal horns, green 
and black tea, tobacco, medicinal plants, sports goods, Pakistan 
carpets, handicraft products and raw bamboo.

France and Haiti 


THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du Commerce et de I’Industrie of 
March 12 announced that a trade agreement between France and the 
Republic of Haiti had been signed at Port-au-Prince on February 27, 
1958, to enter into force on July 13, 1958. 

The agreement provides for the import into France from Haiti 
of 4,000 metric tons of coffee annually for six years. Further details

Swiss exports to Germany will include fruit and fruit products and 
textiles.

THE BOARD OF TRADE is the Department concerned with the 
general oversight of the United Kingdom’s industry and commerce 
as a whole. It is also more specifically concerned with most of the 
country’s industries individually, and with nearly all the raw materials* 
of industry. (These are mainly dealt with by I.M. Divisions 3 and 4, 
and by the Engineering Industries Division, whose functions are 
described in Section I.) Certain other Government Departments, 
however, are concerned with particular industries and products 
associated with their special interests, the more important of which are 
indicated below. 

Questions on certain subjects (as distinct from industries, materials 
or products) should be addressed to the Board of Trade whatever the 
industry concerned. For example, questions about export policy 
should be addressed to the General Division; about import policy, 
including the value of import quotas for particular products, to I.M.1 
Division; about particular export licences to the Export Licensing 
Branch; and about particular import licences to the Import Licensing 
Branchf. (Section II of this Directory lists the main subjects dealt 
with by the Board of Trade.)

British Goods Lead in Bahrain Agricultural and Trade Fair 


THE BAHRAIN Agricultural and Trade Fair was opened by the 
Ruler of Bahrain on February 27, 1958. It was the second of its kind 
and showed a considerable improvement on the previous fair held in 
1957. 


This year the Trade sections to which some 40 Bahrain merchants 
contributed and which included demonstration stands of the Bahrain 
Petroleum Company, completely eclipsed the Agricultural aspect of 
the show. The show lasted five days and had 25,910 visitors. 

A wide range of goods was displayed, including furniture, paints, 
pharmaceuticals, radio and television, cigarettes, pumps, textiles, 
cars and scooters, building materials, electrical goods, leatherware, 
duplicating machines and clocks and watches. 


It would be reasonable to estimate that 80 per cent. of the exhibits 
were of United Kingdom origin. An accurate count of the various 
exhibits would not give a fair picture — for instance, a watch importer 
exhibited a score or more models of Swiss watches and clocks and a 
pharmaceutical importer showed a comprehensive range of entirely 
United Kingdom manufactured pharmaceutical products. Stands of 
outstanding interest were three displaying British radios and television 
sets (competing with a well-arranged stand by a German radio manu- 
facturer), one stand comprising furniture of United Kingdom origin 
(next to an exhibit of Italian furniture); an excellent stand by the 
importer of a popular brand of English cigarettes; an exhibit of 
agricultural pumps, with a working model, manufactured in the 
United Kingdom; a sectional working model of a Rolls Royce diesel 
engine; a display of clothing, footwear, textiles, electrical fittings and 
small tools from the United Kingdom; and a demonstration of floor 
polishers, vacuum cleaners and washing machines manufactured in 
the United Kingdom. New to this year’s fair was a car section including 
exhibits by five British car manufacturers, one German, one Italian 
and one American, the latter with a decidedly ‘used-car’ look. 

All the manufactured goods exhibited at the fair, with the exception 


of the refinery products of the Bahrain Petroleum Company, were 
imported. Goods from Germany and the Netherlands were the 
‘runners up’ to British goods; Japan, with motor car tyres, and 
Italy, with carpets, furniture and textiles, also made a showing. 
The Bahrain Trade Fair offers an excellent opportunity for United 
Kingdom manufacturers to advertise their products in this market, 
and every encouragement should be given by United Kingdom manu- 
facturers to their Bahrain agents to prepare interesting exhibits for 
future trade shows in Bahrain. The Bahrain Government are consider- 
ing holding a Persian Gulf Fair of some 200-300 stands next year. 


Postponement of Palermo Fair 


THE THIRTEENTH MEDITERRANEAN FAIR at Palermo, originally 
planned for May 24-June 10, will probably be postponed by about a 
week. This is because of the Italian General Elections which are due 
to be held on May 24. 


A further announcement will be made as soon as the exact dates 
are known.

Glass Reinforced Plastics 


The considerable progress made during recent years in the use of 
glass reinforced plastics as basic materials, notably in aircraft, cars 
and boats, has created a demand for textbooks on this subject. While a 
great deal of information existed, much of it was in a scattered form 
and was not readily available. This situation probably explains why 
the book ‘Glass Reinforced Plastics,’ edited by Phillip Morgan (editor 
of ‘British Plastics’) which was first published in 1954 was followed by 
second and third impressions in 1955, a second edition, completely 
revised, being published last year.

In addition, the development of an auto- 
matic resin injection system of moulding has been dealt with in a 
separate chapter distinct from those on commercial moulding processes 
and mass-production methods. An appendix, briefly describing a 


method of examining design detail by means of structural models, has 
also been added.

The Common Market and Free Trade Area 


In a recent public opinion survey taken in this country, upwards 
of 40 per cent. of those questioned voiced no opinion as to whether 
or not Britain should join the European Common Market or Free 
Trade Area. It is probable that many people are even unable to 
distinguish between the Common Market and the proposed Free 
Trade Area. It is, therefore, timely that Smiths Advertising Agency 
should have produced a simple, readable and informative publication 
on the Common Market and Free Trade Area, at a price of 5s. This 
publication does not claim to be exhaustive; indeed, it could not be 
so for the negotiations at present taking place are changing the 
situation almost daily.

The total of 143,886 United States dollars for luxury goods therefore 
gives a total import quota of 1,438,860 United States dollars for the 
zone. This compares favourably with the previous year’s quota of 
1,307,510 United States dollars. 

No quota is allocated for motor cars. These are no longer regarded 
as luxury goods and there is no restriction on their import into the 
whole of the Southern free zone. 


The quotas which have been greatly increased in 1958 and which 
are most likely to be of interest to British firms are those for: objects 
of porcelain; carpets, rugs and tapestries; refrigerators; large radios, 
sound reproducers and records; vacuum cleaners; spirits and liquors 
(excluding whisky); mechanical toys; motorcycles and scooters. 
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BRITISH GUIANA 
Preferential Duty on Sugar 


THE COMPTROLLER of Customs and Excise in British Guiana has 
asked the Board of Trade to draw the attention of United Kingdom 
exporters of sugar to British Guiana to the fact that the Customs 
Regulations governing the admission of refined sugar imports at the 
Preferential rate of duty cannot be varied. 


Extract - Section 155 (1) of the Customs Regulations 

‘Goods shall not be admitted under the Preferential ‘Tariff 
rates of duty unless the final process of manufacture has been 
performed in a territory specified in Part II of the First 
Schedule to the Ordinance (hereinafter referred to as the 
Scheduled Territory) and the percentage of expenditure in 
material produced or of labour performed in the Scheduled 
Territory is as specified in Appendix C; 

‘Provided that in the case of the goods specified in paragraph 
(a) of the aforesaid Appendix the preferential rate shall be 
charged only on such proportion of the goods as correspond 
to the Scheduled Territory materials used in their manu- 


facture.’

Import Procedure: Consular Fees 


THE COLOMBIAN Consul General in London reports that by 
Colombian Government Decree No. 0058, of March 5, the fee of 
1 per cent. of the f.o.b. value of merchandise required for the legaliza- 
tion of import documents will be collected in Colombia through the 
bank when the remittance application is made. 

The new procedure came into force on April 1 and, in consequence, 
the 1 per cent. fee is no longer payable through Colombian Consulates. 


PERU 
Imports into Arequipa 


Law NO. 12972, providing for the establishment of a Board of 
Assistance for Arequipa, was promulgated on March 11, 1958. 

This Law establishes an additional duty of 1 per cent. ad valorem 
on all imports into Arequipa other than those which are admitted 
free of duties and essential medicines (which are partially free).

AUSTRALIA 


New Import Licensing Period, 
April-July, 1958 


THE AUSTRALIAN MINISTER FOR TRADE has announced that 
there will be no reduction in the existing Australian import ceiling of 
approximately £A800 million annually in the four-month licensing 
period which started on April 1, the beginning of the new licensing 
year. 

Mr. McEwen said, however, that it was proposed to exempt from

portance to the economy. Goods to be so treated were nickel ingots 
and shot, narcotic drugs, rock phosphate, some manures (mainly 
muriate and sulphate of potash), ferrous alloys, industrial diamonds, 
abrasives, mercury, razorite, cryolite, and vermiculite. 

It was also proposed to exempt from licensing all books from non- 
dollar areas and place non-fiction books from the dollar area on the 
no-quota-restriction list. 

In addition, the decision had been made to extend the area of 
non-discrimination against dollar goods. Goods to be so treated 
included asphalt mastic, boron salts, boric acid, diatomaceous earth, 
fluorspar, graphite, magnesite, kapok, cork (raw, granulated, shearings 
and waste), manila hemp fibre, titanium dioxide, bronzing and metal 
powders, and paper shavings. 

It is also understood that newsprint is to be licensed on a con- 
sumption replacement basis.

UNITED STATES 
Investigation into Tungsten Ore 
and Concentrates Industry 


ON MARCH 19 the United States Senate Finance Committee directed 
the Tariff Commission to investigate the conditions of competition 
in the United States between tungsten ore and concentrates produced 
in the United States and in foreign countries. 


The Commission is to issue a report stating the facts obtained 
in the investigation, including a description of the domestic industry, 
domestic production, foreign production, comparative costs of 
domestic and foreign production including labour costs, imports, 
consumption, channels and methods of distribution, prices including 
comparative London and New York prices quoted by foreign pro- 
ducers, United States exports, United States customs treatment 
since 1930, the impact of the government purchase programme 
authorized under Title III of the Defense Production Act of 1950 
on domestic production and the possible effect of the termination of 
that programme on world prices and domestic production, and other 
factors affecting the competition between domestic and imported 
tungsten ore and concentrates. 

The Tariff Commission has accordingly instituted the investigation 
under the provisions of Section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930 and has 
announced that a public hearing will be held at which all interested 
parties will be given an oppertunity to appear and be heard. The 
time and place of the hearing will be announced later.

Import Control 

A notice published on page 1010 of the Board of Trade Journal of 
November 11, 1956, gave a list of goods requiring import licences 
on entry into the Federation no matter where they originate. Govern- 
ment Notice No. 77, published in the Federal Government Gazette 
of March 21, 1958, adds hessian bagging and sacking in the piece to 
the list of commodities which are subject to import control when 
imported from any source. The import control heading for jute 
goods now reads ‘Jute grain bags and bagging and sacking in the 
piece.’ 


Fiscal Duties on Imports to 
French West Africa 


THE Journal Officiel of French West Africa of March 15 published 
the following modifications in the payment of fiscal duties on the 
import of certain goods into the territory of French West Africa.

Affairs of the territory in which the soap factory is situated stating 
that no suitable home-produced product was available for the purpose. 


The fiscal duty on ordinary soap (Tariff No. 34-01 A) is increased 
from 15 per cent. to 20 per cent. as from January 31, 1958.

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Customs Definitions of Some 
Textiles 


A NOTICE was published in the Board of Trade Journal of February 
28, page 507, giving details of the effective increases in duty brought 
about by the broadening of the definition of calico drill, twill and sateen. 
Materials with a permanent glazed finish are no longer excluded 
from the definition of calico, drill, twill and sateen and it was thought 
that the description against Tariff items 76 (6) (a) (xx) and 76 (6) (b) 
(xxi) would have to be amended to exclude such materials. 

A ruling has, however, recently been given by the Commissioner 
of Customs and Excise to the South African Shipping and Forwarding 
Agents’ Association that although material with a permanent glazed 
finish is no longer excluded from the prescribed definitions of calico, 
drill, twill and sateen, such material is nevertheless still classifiable 
under item 76 (6) (a) (xx) or 76 (6) (b) (xxi) as the case may be, due 
to it being specifically provided for under these items.

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New British Standards 


Two newly published British Standards are reviewed below. Copies 
of these and other British Standard publications are obtainable at 
the price stated from the British Standards Institution, Sales Branch, 
2 Park Street, London, W.1.

Steel Roller Chains and Chainwheels for Agricultural and 
Similar Machinery 


Chains which can be geared with wheels made for the malleable 
iron detachable link chains specified in American Standard A.S.A.- 
B.29.7-1954 are covered by B.S. 2947:1958. The advantages of this 
interchangeability to the agricultural, building, quarrying and similar 
industries are obvious; and it is interesting to note from the foreword 
to B.S. 2947 that consideration is being given to the preparation of a 
British Standard corresponding to A.S.A.-B.29.7-1954. 


The standard deals with a range of steel roller chains allied to the 
long pitch chains of the now widely applied B.S. 288, ‘Steel roller 
chains and chain wheels.’ It specifies requirements for: dimensions, 
tolerances, non-destructive proof loads to which the product must 
be subjected, destructive minimum breaking loads for samples, and 
marking. Other requirements relate to chain attachment plates 
(dimensions are specified for types K1 and M1) and to chain wheels. 


An appendix to the publication describes the method of determining 
the bottom diameter of the chain by measurement over pins. Price 5s. 


Mastic Asphalt for Tanking and Damp-proof Courses (Lime- 
stone Aggregate) 


B.S. 1097:1958 is published as part of a programme for revising 
all the standards for mastic asphalt for building purposes. 


When the standard was first issued in 1943, it specified only two 
types of asphaltic cement: (a) asphaltic bitumen, and (b) equal 
proportions of asphaltic bitumen and refined lake asphalt. To these 
has now been added a third type, consisting of 75 per cent. bitumen 
and 25 per cent. refined lake asphalt. 


The separate treatment, in the earlier edition of limestone and 
grit has been superseded by combining in an ‘Aggregate’ clause, 
requirements for these two constituents of the mastic asphalt. Gradings 
are specified. 


Requirements are specified for the manufacture and composition 
of the mastic asphalt, and for its remelting on the site. Full details 
concerning sampling and methods of test are described; and an 
appendix sets out recommendations for the application of the mastic 
asphalt for tanking and damp-proof work. 


Mastic asphalt blocks conforming to B.S. 1097 are required to 
be marked with the standard number. The certification marks scheme 
of the B.S.I.— under which licensed manufacturers may apply the 
‘Kite Mark’ to their products — is described. Price 4s. 6d. 


Intrinsically Safe Electrical Apparatus and Circuits 


The principal feature of this revision of B.S. 1259: 1945 is the intro- 
duction of a list of flammable gases and vapours in respect of which 
apparatus may be accepted for test and possible subsequent certifica- 
tion. These gases and vapours are placed in four classes (methane, 
pentane, ethylene, hydrogen) for the purposes of tests which are 
described in an appendix. 


The standard specifies general requirements for all types of elec- 
trical equipments which may be regarded as being safe for use in 
dangerous explosive atmospheres (such as in coal-mines, oil and 
pi ign parses igdre ae ie apap lland imei vad syria 
design and circuit characteristics - as opposed to equipment in a 
flameproof enclosure (for which the appropriate standard is B.S. 229). 

The term ‘intrinsically safe,’ as applied to electric circuits and 
apparatus, is defined; the standard includes information and 
requirements relating to the certificate of equipment so described. 

Three appendices provide much useful information on the prin- 
ciples and tests for intrinsic safety, together with a full list of references 
to technical reports and publications issued by the Electrical Research 
0 oe a and the Safety in Mines Research Establishment. 


Anodized Aluminium 


This revision of B.S. 1615: 1949 brings the methods of test into 
line with current practice and includes requirements for additional 
properties. Further, the method of expressing the grade of material 
for specular reflectors for white light has been altered in order to 
make the standard more widely applicable. 


The abrasion test has been revised in the light of past difficulties 
experienced in its operation; and the dimensions of the test jet have 
been more closely specified. The Bengough-Stuart chromic acid 
anodic film has not been found a suitable standard for comparison of 
coatings produced in sulphuric acid, nor has it been possible to find 
any other suitable standard specimen. The present test is, therefore, 
only comparative, and identical results may not be obtainable on 
different pieces of apparatus. Work aimed at improving the repro- 
ducibility of the test is continuing, and users are invited to communicate 
their experiences to the British Standards Institution. 


The foreword emphasizes that it is not possible for one single 
coating to meet all the requirements of the standard, as individual 
requirements may be incompatible. The publication deals with the 
following properties: thickness, specular reflection factors, diffuse 
reflection factor, infra-red reflection factors, resistance to abrasion, 
colour, fastness to light, resistance to leaching, resistance to stains, 
and electrical breakdown voltage. Price 7s. 6d. 


Industrial Safety Helmets (Light Duty) 


A further step forward in the provision, through standards, of 
protection against head injury is made in the revised edition of 
B.S. 2095: 1958. Safety helmets conforming to this specification, as 
well as those made to the recently-issued B.S. 2826, concerned with 
heavy-duty helmets, are designed for the protection of workers 
engaged in structural engineering, shipbuilding, mining, quarrying 
and similar occupations in which there is an ever-present risk of 
injury from falling objects. It is for safety officers and other buyers of 
helmets to decide (in consultation with their suppliers) which type of head 
gronnen is required for any particular category of worker — light-duty 
ae aoe ee to B.S. 2095 or the stouter helmets made to 


In addition to specifying requirements for construction and 
materials, the new B.S. 2095 contains details of the tests which 
lightweight helmets must undergo if they are to conform to the 
standard. The basic test assesses by a new method the shock-absorbing 
properties of a helmet. An 8 lb. steel ball is dropped through 3 ft. 6 in. 
on to the crown of the helmet mounted on a headform. The un- 
absorbed energy transmits its force through another steel ball under 
the headform to a strip of aluminium. The indentation thus produced 
is a measure of the absorptive quality of the helmet. 


Other tests are for flammability, resistance to penetration by sharp 
objects, and e (where this is required). Provision is 
made in the standard for the use by manufacturers of B.S.I.’s Kite 
certification mark. Price 5s. 


Axes and Hatchets 


Prepared at the request of a number of specialist users, B.S. 2945 
specifies the dimensions, weight, quality and performance of the following 
mole: English felling axe, wedge axe, American type, Kent axe, 

hets. 


The foreword points out that it is virtually impossible to devise 
tests which will fully simulate the day-to-day conditions of use of 
such tools. Nevertheless, it is felt that the quality of axes and hatchets 
made to this standard will be such that they can be purchased with 


the nine ‘specification’ clauses are those dealing with: the 
steel to be used; manufacture; finish, and marking. There are nine 
dimensional tables, all of them being related to clearly annotated 
diagrams.
